NEW REGULATIONS ISSUED By to defraud the crown by withholding 


PROV. MAKES CHANGES IN 
SURFACE RIGHTS 


EDMONTON—Increase of the mini 
mum area that may be leased for o1 
and gas development, making it 160 
acres instead of 20; protection of 
surface nights, and provision for 
more closely supervised operation of 
wells, are among the most important 
points in the new petroleum and nat- 
ural gas regulat’ons under the Lands 
amd Mines Act, announced by the 
minister, Hon. R, G. Reid. 

The regulations, which have beta 
under preparation for some time pa., 
are being referred to the oil and gas 
section of the Edmontor Chamber of 
Commerce and the Of} and Gas As- 
soc ation of Calgary for their consid- 
eration. They will be finally passed 
and* printed and will go into effect 
at the finst of June. 

Much interest In the expected ap- 
pearance of the new regulations has 
been shown by those concerned in 
the industry, and the net result will 
be to set. definitely the terms and 
conditions upon which this part of 


;the province’s natural resources will 


be administered.

Whether or not we enjoy health 
does depend, to a considerable ex- 
tent, upon. the food we eat. We know 
that in. order to have health, we 
should use a balanced diet, Which ‘n- 
chides milk and milk products, fresh 
green vegetables and fruit. 

We know also that we should not 
oat to excess. It is not to be expect- 
ed thay the stomach can be abused 
‘by the excessive or indiscriminate 
use of foods or beverages without 
caus'ng trouble. The abuse of any or- 
gan of the body leads to the break- 
ing-down of that organ sooner or lat 
er, The whole body suffers as the re 
~sult of such carelessness as troubic 
in one part affects the whole.
